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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed May 7, 2004 and entered into the record with the 
filing for the request for continued examination filed on July 7, 2004, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) 1-22 and 25 under 35 (JSC 102(b) and 103(a) using Schofield et 
al. and Hemming have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made in view of Pothier. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Pothier. 

Pothier teaches a device form measuring the characteristics of an antenna (30) 
under test comprising a probe mount (66) on which a support (54) is fastend, a wave 
reception element (42) and a reflective screen (80) mounted on the support the wave 
reception element being located between the screen and antenna, and where the 
screen reflects radiation away from the probe mount as recited in claims 1 and 14. 

Pothier further teaches a reflective screen and device formed around a centrally 
defined axis of symmetry defined by Item 36 as recited in claims 2 and 15. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-13 and 16-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
